The exact date of 
rimioval to the new structure 
is doubtful, but it will be 
soon after the first of the 
year. 

At the meeting Tuesday 
night, the purchase of bed¬ 
ding for the new jail, which 
is in connection with the city 
building was iilso ordered, 
and eiiuipment for furnisli- 
ing two cells will be bought 
for $21.00. 

Flans are still being puslusi 
to .secure city approval of 
the u.se of the basement in 
the new building for tlie 
young men of the community. 
It is proposed to furnisfi the 
basement as a reading and 
sports room.

The large number of members 
and vi.sitors who had enjoyed the 
thoroughly impressive way in 
which Ur. Burke conducted the 
in.;;tallalion were given a further 
treat when he was called upon for 
an address. To many of those 
present his eloquence was well 
known. To others he threw a new 
light on the ,high ideals of the

was very positive. Although he 
portrayed the philosophy of Free¬ 
masonry as deeply religious in 
character, he insisted it is neither 
a religion nor a church, nor a 
substitute therefor.

Although it has been the gen¬ 
eral belief that Kentia Fosteriana 
palms, which are gro\^n by thou¬ 
sands in the lath houses of Bas¬ 
set and Washburn, just cast of 
Sierra Madre, cannot be success¬ 
fully grown out of door.s, It is the 
plan of the company to donate 
several hundred of the plants to 
the Arboretum, for trial in Bailey 
Canyon. 

At the present time all seed for 
the small potted jialms, so great¬ 
ly in demand in hotel lobbies and 
restaurants, is imported from the 
native island. Lord Howe’s Island, 
500 miles off the coast of Austra¬ 
lia, at a great cost. Witli the 
gift to the botanical society goes 
the specification that as the trees 
mature and produce seed, the seed 
is to be used at the nursery, thus 
paving the way for a new depart¬ 
ment of this new -American in¬ 
dustry. 

There are a million plants hid¬ 
den from public view under the 
lath of the Basset and Washburn 
nur.se^es, the largest of its kind 
in the world. Twenty acres are 
under lath, and there are but 
three small green hou.^es, us the 
climate here i.s so well adapted 
tc the growing of the palms that 
glass is not necessary. 

For sixteen yeais Ba.s.sett and 
Washburn have been rair.;iig the 
-i^palms at the local nursery, being 
pioneers in the trade. The plants, 
at the age of six years, or a 
height of ihivf' feet, are shipped 
to all parts of the United States, 
the central office of the company 
being located in Chicago. 

Ernest Baughman is in charge 
of the local nursery, and in 
charge of the fifteen men which 
the nursery employs the year 
around. During .March and Octo¬ 
ber a much larger force i.-; needed 
to handle the .-shipments of thou- 
■sands of palms whiqli leave Sierra 
Sierra Madre. 

With the ideal climate found 
here it is neces.sary to introduce 
heat only for the purpose of 
germination, which takes from 
three montlis to two years. When 
tile young shoots appear the 
plant-s are removed from the seed 
bed.s, potted ki two and a half- 
inch pots and placed in the gla.ss 
house, where, umler the burlap 
screen, they are assured the right 
amount of warmth and .shade. 

Moisture is .supplied in the 
form of artificial rain, falling in 
a light spray from a serie.s of 
overheail pipes, which cleanses 
the plants and then penetrates 
the earth. This .system induces a 
more upright growth and results 
in a better color and texture than 
surface irrigation. 

After the first year, the palms 
are transferred to the lath houses, 
with their doulile roof of lath 
frames, one placed five inches 
above the other and at right 
angles This dilTuse.s the light and 
soften.s the burning rays of the 
.sun, which discolor the palms. 
Orchard heaters lessen the danger 
of freezing All the plants are 
grown in pots sunk level with the 
surface of the soil. 

Providing the palms can be 
successfully grown in the Arbore¬ 
tum, and the seed matured, which 
so far has not been successfully 
done any place except on Lord 
Howe’.s Lsland, the cost of raising 
the palms will be reduced mater¬ 
ially, as the .seed Is one of the 
large.st items of expense in the 
growing of the decorative palms. 

Offices of the nursery have been 
locateiT in Pasadena for the jiast 
fourteen years, hut have recently 
been movqd to Sierra Madre.

Ernest Pegler of Sierra JLuIre 
returned to Seattle for the luili- 
days after .spending two tlirilling 
months cruising along the inland 
passage to Alaska and return. 
Interesting account.-; and photo¬ 
graphs taken while on the trip 
have been receiveil by his parents, 
Mr. and .Mrs. Carlton J. Pegler, 
of East I.ive Oak. 

The trip was made by young 
Pegler on a government schooner 
.sent out by the bureau of fisher- 
ios for the purpo.-;e of making in¬ 
vestigations of the habil.s and <lis- 
tribution of halibut. Con.'-’ervation 
of the commercial food fi.-ih sup¬ 
ply i.s the aim of tlie bureau in 
this work. 

The little two-master carried a 
crew of expert fisliermen and ob¬ 
servers. .More than 1 100 halibut 
were caught, tagged and returntsl 
to the water. I’egler’s job was 
the recording of the fifteen item.s 
of information .«ougbt concerning 
each fish. Carrying llii:* work on 
through u period of year.s- Hie 
government expect to gather a 
fund of information concerning 
these fish which i.s now unfortun- 
aU'ly lacking. At present there is 
no data a.s to whether the supply 
i.s lieing depleted, nor even a.s to 
how long it takes the halibut to 
mature. 

Some rough weather wa.- en¬ 
countered while the schooner wa.s 
in Alaskan waters. On .some occa¬ 
sions this neces.sitated running in 
to Yukutat Bay, whicli lies al¬ 
most at the foot of .Mt, St. Elias 
with its 13,0()0-foot peak. The 
little schooner is a wonderful sea- 
boat, withstanding any kirul of 
weather. But the crew did not 
relish being out in rough wcathe^ 
when it was extremely cold as the 
ice weighed the boat down and 
the task of chopping away the 
dead weight was anything but 
pleasant. 

Within a short time Pegler will 
accompany the halibut schooper on 
another trip. This time a cruise 
of about six weeks will be <ie- 
voted to hydrographic work.

TAXATION 

A mong the most prolific propagandists 
nowadays aie the people who are ad¬ 
vocating some kind of tax reform. The 
(juantity of matter which comes to the edi¬ 
torial desk dealing with taxation would 
choke a large furnace. Reading of a con¬ 
siderable portion of the stuff leaves one 
with the impression that much of the noise 
is made by people whose chief aim is to 
pass their tax burden over to some other 
fellow. 

There is no doubt that taxes are too 
high. There is often a question as to the 
public getting full value for its tax dollar. 
Too few people have any adequate idea of 
the complicated system of taxation under 
which we enjoy “life, liberty and the pur¬ 
suit of happiness.” For these reasons the 
propagandists perform a service of some 
value in keeping the” public reminded that 
there aie taxation problems, even though 
their proposed remedies may deserve the 
keenest scrutiny. 


CHRISTMAS TREES 

T he growing custom of decorating living 
Christmas trees is one of the good 
signs of the times. There are plenty of 
discouraging signs, but there is no use in 
letting them obscui’e the omens of better 
things.

The annual slaughter of millions of young 
trees for Christmas decorations brings well- 
merited protests, and the appeal to use 
young trees growing in pots or tubs has 
met with a sympathetic response. Down 
in the valley a man has hung up a sign in¬ 
dicating his business as a “Tree Wrecker.” 
First sight of that sign struck the writer 
with a distinct shock. Many other people 
have since admitted seeing it with a similar 
feeling of repugnance. There are, of course, 
necessary occasions for the removal of 
trees. But the term “tree wrecker” seems 
to convey an impression which many people 
find very distasteful. 

Reports of people who have traveled about 
the county indicate that Sierra Madre’s 
municipal tree is one of the handsomest to 
be found anywhere. The volunteer firemen 
deserve the sincere and unanimous thanks of 
the community for taking the lead in the 
annual tree decoration and the celebration 
in connection therewith.
